To m ake a long story, short there 
is a sufficient num ber of students 
now in each departm ent to give ev­ 
ery in stru cto r in the norm al a big 
class and before the enrollm ent is 
com plete each 
professor 
w’ill have 
all he can possibly give justice. 
There are two things noticeable at 
the norm al which augurs the highest 
excellence and ultim ately the g reat­ 
est success of any norm al in the 
state— from 
an 
educational 
view 
p o in t F irst every body is system ati­ 
cally busy—there is nothing rushing 
no disorder; and, secondly, by far 
the g reater num ber of the students 
are doing credit work. 
T hat 
m eans 
they 
are 
going 
to 
school 
to attain 
scholarship, m en­ 
tal 
and 
spiritual 
developm ent 
and 
th a t th at they will return to the E. 
C. N. from year to year and push on 
to graduation. There is a vast differ­ 
ence betw een this school and some 
norm als th at do practically nothing 
m ore than high school work, follow­ 
ed by a sh o rt term cram m ing for a 
certificate. 
* D u rin g th e test reg u lar session re­ 
cently closed m ore students did act­ 
ual norm al work here than in any 
other new n o rm al Jn the state, num ­ 
bering about three and one fourth 
hundreds. 
This does not include the 
fifty who enrolled for the spring re­ 
view course. 
This article is not w rit­ 
ten as a treatise on norm al schools 
~-on the other hand we wanted to 
say th at the E. C. X. is a real norm al 
where teachers are really educated 


and th at things are looking business 
like at the building. 
Besides the regular faculty of 21 
teachers, there are three additions 
to the num ber who are m em bers of 
the sum m er norm al faculty, viz: T. 
B. Liner of Allen who has the com­ 
m ercial branches; H. A. Bower, of 
Ravia, with the departm ents of Ok- 
loham o history and ag riculture; and 
E. L. Newman of Hickory who has 
civics and gram m ar.

SENATOR GORE SAYS (UPI- 
TAL REMOVAL LEGAL 


W ashington, D. C., June 14.—Sena­ 
tor Gore Monday entered vigorous 
denial to the statem ent th at in any 
way had he participated in the capi­ 
tol location fig h t Said the Lawton 
Senator: “I have never made a state­ 
m ent to anyone respective 
to the 
propriety of rem oving the state cap­ 
itol from G uthrie to any other place. 
I have never regarded the act of con­ 
gress locating the state capital as 
constitutional or binding. If congress 
could fix the location for five years 
it could fix it for five hundred years 
and in the sam e m anner would regu­ 
late the policy and p o litic s. of any 
state." 
Senator Gore was credited 
with 
having sent the following telegram 
to a G uthrie new spaper: “The pro­ 
posed capital rem ovem ent is an in 
iquitious m easure and violates the 
spirit and letter of the constitution 
which says the capitol shall rem ain 
at G uthrie until 1913. I am u n alter­ 
ably opposed to the bill, which 
I 
have carefully read and I advise all 
my friends to vote against it."

Mrs. Pitchford, wife of Judge John 
H. Pitchford, a cripple, was carried 
out of the burning building, and Dr. 
W alter Reed and a student of the 
norm al jum ped from an upper story 
window. 
The fire caught on the lower floor 
of the building, a part of which was 
used as a fruit and grocery store 
and shortly th ereafter a can of gas 
oline in the building exploded throw ­ 
ing the fire everyw here. The smoke 
boiled into the upper rooms and some 
of the sleeping occupants were so 
confused when aw akened th at they 
could not find the stairw ay and jum p­ 
ed from the windows. 
The building is of concrete con­ 
struction and was partially saved. It 
is covered by insurance, as were the 
on the lower floor. The girls in the 
building were taken in 
charge by 
their friends and given hom es and 
clothing, the norm al faculty taking 
care of a large num ber of them who 
were stran g ers here and 
had ju st 
come in to attend the norm al which 
opened the sum m er term yesterday.

G uthrie to Oklahoma City ought not 
have been a surprise to any one at 
all fam iliar with the law of the state. 
.There is and can be no question as 
to w hat the law 
Is. 
A ttorneys 
all 
agree as to w’hat our law s provide 
in the m atter. The surprise comes 
only to those who were eagerly fight­ 
ing for or against the bill lost sight 
of the plain provisions and im m edi­ 
ate effect of the law Itself. 
U nder the provisions of our law s 
when a m easure properly initiated 
by the people is carried by the peo­ 
ple, it becomes effective at once. This 
is indisputable. Hence when a sub­ 
stantial m ajority of the people voted 
to locate the capital of Oklahom a 
the city selected becomes forthw ith 
the capital of the state. 
The gov­ 
ernor bad no discretion in' the m at­ 
ter. He could violate the law, he 
could ignore it, or he could obey it. 
There should be no surprise, w hat­ 
ever, th at the governor chooses to 
obey the law. 
There can be only one capital. The 
people have made Oklahoma City th at 
capital. 
If the election 
was 
legal, 
then Oklahoma City is th at one state 
capital. If the election w as not legal 
then the question 
of 
its 
illegality 
m ust be determ ined by 
the 
courts. 
The governor is an executive to en­ 
force the law% not a judicial officer 
to in terp ret the law nor a legislative 
officer to create a law. Acting as an 
executive 
upon 
the 
advice 
of 
the 
ablest legal counsel, Governor 'Hask­ 
ell is sim ply recognizing a law the 
people them selves have made.

He also has a felony charge 
against him.

neglect of duty.

prisoner also said th at the officer 
had prom ised the men half a gallon 
of whiskey as a bribe to m ake their 
escape.

CROP CONDITIONS ARE ENCOURAGING 


Production of Wheat and Oats Largest in Several 
Years—Harvest Is Nearly Over—Bumper 
in Corn Promised. 


As its first general 
report on the crops of Texas and Oklahoma for the 
current season. 
The 
News presents the individual 
reports of 700 corres­ 
pondents, whitten on June 8, which reports, as a rule, show very en­ 
couraging conditions 
and prospects in respect to 
the various crops now 
growing or in process of harvesting. 


The cotton acreage for Texas is shown to be 102.6 of the acreagp 
planted in 1909. and Tor Oklahoma 114.2 per cent. Acreage abandoned 
because of poor stands, and land laid out for cotton, but seeded to other 
crops, has been deducted. 


Condition of cotton is compared with the condition at the correspond­ 
ing period in 1909, and is not compared with “normal” 
or 
“ten-year 
average,” the standard used by the United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The condition of cotton in Texas is shown to be 8.8 per cent bet­ 
ter than on June 8, 1909; in Oklahoma 7.7 per cent better. 
The averages by districts, comparisons being given with 1909 (IOO 
representing acreage and condition in that year), 
follow:
